The  Dictionary  of  Occupational  Titles  is  a  United  States  Department  of 
Labor  publication  consisting  of  two  volumes.   Volume  I  of  the  third  edition 
contains  names  and  definitions  of  the  various  occupations  in  the  economy  arranged 
alphabetically  according  to  the  job  titles.   There  are  21,741  separate  occupa- 
tions defined  which  are  known  by  13,809  additional  titles  making  a  total  of 
35,550  titles  defined.   The  second  volume  complements  Volume  I  in  which  thousands 
of  jobs  currently  in  the  American  economy  are  listed  and  defined.   Volume  II 
groups  have  the  same  basic  occupational,  industrial  or  worker  characteristics 
to  help  the  user  discern  relationships  among  occupations;  and  as  a  standard 
approach  to  classifying  the  abilities,  vocational  experiences  and  potentials 
of  workers.
